The Philippines! torcign debt. rose to 36.04 billion in the first six 
months of thie year, up from $5.5 billion at the ond of 1976, according 
to the Central Bank in ite | mid~1977 report. 


Every one of &3 million Filipinos is now indebted te the international 
usurers (IMF, World Bank, ADB and, foroign monopoly banks) by at least $140 
or 91,039 at the prevailing exchango. Coed a 


Foom January to Hay 31, the country borrowsa ee fuch as $1.2 bitiiea 
from foreign sources, The Fact that total foreign debt wont up by $540 
million in the firet six months moans that well over $700 million of the 
now debts was used to repay old debts plus interest. 


Harlicr, tho OB ostimated that repayment of old debts plus intorcet 
could reach $821 million for thc whole of 1977. But within six months, 
thia figure had almost been roached. 


_Host of.theso new loans came from private imperialist banks at high 
interest and other onerous terms that amount to dictation on the use of 
the loans.
